Production Of [Firing Guns Fail To Spoil Appetite 


Pure Seed 
Grain Down 


SASKATOON. — Production of 
registered and _ certified seed 
grain is down 50 per cent. from 
last year, it was estimated by 
seed growers from Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
meeting here. 

The largest 
& province in any one grain was in 
Saskatchewan, Production of regis- 
tered and certified wheat was esti- 
mated at only 1,000,000 bushels, com- 
pared with 3,800,000 bushels in 1949, 

Growers said even this estimate is 
contingent on harvesting without 
further deterioration, of the consid- 
erable amount of grain still lying in 
swaths or waiting to be combined. 

Jim Farquharson, president of the 
Saskatchewan branch of the Cana- 
dian Seed Growers’ association, said 
growers are having the same diffi- 
culties as other farmers with frosted 
grain and the delayed harvest. How- 
ever, he expressed belief that—de- 
spite the decreased production of 
registered and certified seed—there 
will be enough seed for all farmers 
in 1951. 

Alberta had indicated it would 
need some Saskatchewan registered 
wheat, There might be some demand 
for this seed grain by the United 
States. 

Under these circumstances and 
with some of the seed crop not har- 
vested yet, an estimate now could be 
all wrong of the situation next 
spring.

Irrigation Company

Approval to purchase the assets of 
the company, Canada Land and Irri- 
gation company, of Medicine Hat, for 
$2,250,000 was given by parliamert 
a year ago but arrangements to get 
clear title from shareholders have 
just been completed. 


The transaction invovives 110,000 
acres of irrigable land, of which 57,- 
000 acres now is irrigated. Develop- 
ment of the remainder for irrigation 
will begin in 1951. Prairie farm re- 
habilitation officials said. 

Purpose of the project is to pro- 
vide irrigated land for re-settlement 
and rehabilitation of drouth hit Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan farmers.

HEALTH 
Immunization Checks 


Disease And Lowers 
Child Death Rates 


The child death-rate in Canada 
would be lowered greatly if two of 
the major preventable diseases could 
only be brought under control, it is 
stated by the Health League of Can- 
ada. 

There were 79 deaths from 798 
cases of diphtheria in Canada in 
1949, and 202 deaths from 7,942 cases 
of whooping cough, the Health 
League says. These 281 deaths were 
unnecesary because both diphtheria 
and whooping cough are preventable, 

It is pointed out that toxoid is still 
the perfect diphtheria preventive and 
that there is a vaccine which is most 
effective in checking whooping cough, 
Even in the few instances where this 
vaccine does not prevent the onset 
of the disease, it resolves the case 
into a mild attack, 

Diphtheria toxoid and whooping 
cough vaccine are available every- 
where, the Health League statement 
says, and the 281 reported deaths are 
the responsibility of those who failed 
to have the children under their care 
properly immunized, In many in- 
stances health authorities and private 
physicians give diphtheria toxoid, 
whooping cough vaccine and tetanus 
toxoid in the one injection. 

The Health League issued the fol-

Researchers 
Marry Science 
And Industry 


By Richard 8. Bloch 
(CPC Correspondent) 
COLUMBUS, O. — Visitors to 
the Battelle Memorial institute, 
largest independent research 
organization in the world, are 
treated to a peek at another 
world. 


A visit to Battelle reveals 1,300 
persons employed at Battelle work- 
ing with equipment of every imagin- 
able type from complete foundries 
to minute test tubes. These persons, 
intent on improving your future, are 
conducting research on everything 
from insect repellants to new type 
railroad locomotives, 


The staff, consisting of nuclear 
physicists, electrochemists, plant 
physiologists, ceramic technologists, 
metallurgists, mathematicians, chem- 
ists, engineers, and other specialists 
pool their talents for a cross section 
of industry and the government, 

Battelle undergoes research for 
big companies or small, sometimes 
working in behalf of an entire indus- 
try. The personnel, plant, and equip- 
ment of the institute are available 
to the sponsor, whose only cost is for 
the direct research, plus part of the 
general expense. 


Several years ago the American 
association of Oil-Well Drilling Con- 
tractors came to Battelle with a 
tough problem. Oil well drillers in 
western Texas and New Mexico were 
losing thousands of dollars from 
breakage of drill strings, which are 
joined sections of steel pipe used for 
drilling beneath the earth's surface 
in search of oil, 

Battelle discovered the cause— 
corrosion and constant stresses—and 
after weeks of testing and experi- 
menting, found a solution to the sit- 
uation, 

In research on the use of metals 
and chemicals in agriculture, test 
plots showed a 20 per cent. increase 
in tobacco growth when copper sul- 
fate was added to the soil, Indica- 
tions are that “copper-hunger” in 
some areas. may be affecting other 
crops such as cotton, potatoes, and 
soy beans, 

This institute developed an alloy 
for a national watch company. 
Watch springs made from the ma- 
terial are resistant to corrosion and 
stay strong for a longer period of 
time. A watch was dropped into a 
| powerful acid—nothing was left but 
the spring made from the alloy. 

Barnacles and other marine ani- 
mals have a habit of attaching them- 
selves to the bottoms of vessels, 
causing loss of speed, and necessi- 
tating frequent. dry docking for the 
|removal, A new barnacle-repelling 
paint developed at Battelle has elim- 
inated much of this problem and has 
reduced the cost of operating and 
maintaining ships.
